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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1963. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of 
the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963. 

As  in  previous  years,  I should  like  in  this  introduction  to  refer  to  a few  of  the  more  important 
matters  dealt  with  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

Regarding  the  vital  statistics,  the  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  324  compared 
with  315  in  the  year  1962.  The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  18.8  (adjusted  18.9)  per  1,000  population. 
The  birth  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lancaster  were,  18.2  and  18.28  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year  1963  was  278  which,  it  is  pleasing  to  note, 
is  33  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  crude  death  rate  was  16.1  (adjusted  9.5)  per  1,000  population. 
The  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  Lancashire  were  12.2  and  12.69  (adjusted  13.83).  The  fact 
that  there  were  fewer  deaths  during  the  year  is  perhaps  somewhat  surprising  in  view  of  the  exceptionally  cold 
weather  experienced  during  the  early  months  of  the  year. 

The  Registrar  General  has  this  year  provided  a table  giving  the  causes  of  death  in  age  groups  and  the 
table  is  reproduced  on  pages  7 and  8 of  the  Report.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  149  of  the  278  deaths  occurred 
in  persons  75  years  of  age  or  over,  and  that  a further  71  were  between  65  and  75  years  of  age.  These  two 
groups  together  accounting  for  220  of  the  total  deaths.  Comparing  the  causes  of  death  with  those  of  the 
previous  year,  there  were  4 more  from'  all  forms  of  cancer,  but  1 fewer  from  lung  cancer,  the  same  number 
in  both  years  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system — 52,  and  10  more  froifT  coronary  heart  disease — 55. 
On  the  credit  side  there  were  11  fewer  deaths  from  all  other  forms  of  heart  disease,  6 fewer  from  influenza. 
6 fewer  from  bronchitis  and  23  fewer  from  the  group  classified  as  “other  defined  and  ill-defined  diseases 
There  was  one  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  whilst  none  occurred  in  the  previous  year. 

Experts  in  the  United  States  of  America  have  confirmed  the  opinion  of  those  in  this  country  that  there 
is  a definite  association  between  cigarette  smoking  jind  lung  cancer.  A considerable  body  of  opinion  favours 
the  view  that  air  pollution  also  plays  an  im.portant  part  in  the  causation  of  this  and  other  lung  diseases.  As 
part  of  the  County  Council’s  propaganda  against  smoking,  a mobile  team  from  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education  visited  this  area  and  gave  talks  and  demonstrations  in  some  of  the  schools. 

During  the  year,  there  was  unfortunately,  one  death  arising  from  childbirth.  The  first  such  death  for 
18  years.  It  is  pleasing'  however,  to  note  that  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was 
reduced  from  4 to  2.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  6.2  per  1,000  live  births.  The  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  20.9.  One  effect  of  the  Thalidomide  tragedy  referred  to  in  my  last  report, 
has  been  the  setting  up  of  a Committee  on  the  Safety  of  Drugs  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Sir  Derrick  Dunlop 
of  Edinburgh  University. 

Turning  now  to  infectious  diseases  it  is  found  that  the  total  number  of  notifications  during  the  year  was 
88  as  compared  with  255  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  mainly  accounted  tor  by  a decline  in  the  notifications 
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of  food  poisoning  of  44,  and  measles  of  112.  It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of 
either  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 

A sharp  reminder  that  typhoid  fever  is  still  a disease  to  be  reckoned  with,  came  during  the  year  in  the 
outbreak  at  Zermatt  in  Switzerland  which  caused  a number  of  cases  in  this  country.  As  I write  this  the  out- 
break of  this  disease  in  Aberdeen  is  causing  much  concern.  The  lesson  from  these  outbreaks  is  that  the 
strictest  attention  must  still  be  paid  to  such  matters  as  food  hygiene,  purity  of  water  supplies,  efficient  sewage 
disposal  and  not  least,  personal  hygiene.  The  washing  of  hands  after  using  the  toilet  is  still  not  practiced  by 
everyone  in  this  country  and  absence  of  washing  facilities  in  many  public  conveniences  and  lack  of  hot  water 
systems  in  many  homes  and  schools  does  little  to  encourage  cleanly  habits.  Typhoid  fever  and  other  food 
borne  diseases  will  not  flourish  if  hygiene  is  kept  at  a high  standard. 

The  scheme  of  38  dwellings  for  the  elderly  was  completed  and  all  the  accommodation  occupied  during 
the  year.  This  type  of  accommodation  where  the  elderly  can  have  the  attention  of  a warden  at  the  touch 
of  a push  bell  and  can  meet  socially  in  the  common  room,  is  proving  highly  successful.  So  much  so  in  fact, 
lhat  further  provision  of  a similar  nature  to  meet  the  demand  is  anticipated  in  the  near  future. 

A highly  controversial  subject  during  the  year  was  the  fluoridation  of  water  suppHes.  In 
an  endeavour  to  provide  a means  of  improving  the  dental  state  of  the  child  population,  the  Minister  of  Health 
in  December,  1962,  intimated  that  subject  to  certain  conditions,  he  would  be  willing  to  approve  the  making 
of  arrangements  by  local  health  authorities,  with  water  undertakers,  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water 
supplies  which  are  deficient  in  it  naturally.  This  matter  was  considered  by  the  Council  and  it  was  decided 
not  to  support  the  proposal  to  add  fluoride  to  the  local  water  supply.  So  far  the  County  Council  as  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  has  not  taken  any  positive  action  in  the  matter. 

A perusal  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  section  of  the  Report  will  show  that  the  various  aspects  of 
environmental  hygiene  continue  to  receive  careful  attention  and  as  indicated  above  the  iuiportance  of  this 
work  can  not  be  over  emphasised.  Matters  effecting  sewerage  are  dealt  with  in  the  Report  of  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  which  is  included  in  this  Report.  As  the  Council  are  aware,  a scheme  has  new  been  prepared 
for  the  relief  of  the  existing  overloaded  main  sewers  in  the  Southern  area  of  the  District.  This  scheme  follows 
the  completion  of  the  Joint  Main  sewerage  Scheme  which  has  very  efficiently  dealt  with  the  Northern  parts  of 
the  District. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  Report  to  the  volume  of  voluntary  work  carried  out  in 
the  District  particularly  in  connection  with  the  elderly.  A very  pleasing  feature  of  this  is  that  local  school 
girls  are  now  taking  an  active  share  in  this  work. 

In  conclusion,  I rriust  again  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  McFarlane,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
his  ready  co-operation  on  all  occasions,  to  Miss  Whelan,  clerk/typist  for  the  efficient  and  pleasant  manner 
in  which  she  carries  out  her  duties,  and  to  all  the  other  officers  and  staff  of  the  Council  for  their  willing 
assistance  when  ever  required. 

I am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  and  in  particular  to  the  Chairmen  of 
the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  encouragement.

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Physical  Characteristics  of  the  Area. 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  oblong  in  shape.  The  highest  point  of  the  area  is  in  the  North  East 
being  190  feet  above  sea  level,  and  the  lowest  point  in  the  South  West  being  55  feet  above  the  datum  line. 
Gentle  rises  and  falls  characterise  the  district. 

There  are  four  streams  flowing  through  the  area  from  East  to  West.  These  are:  Sharoe  Brook, 
Boundary  Brook,  Savick  Brook  and  Eaves  Brook.  Eaves  Brook  forms  the  Southern  boundary  of  the  district 
and  separates  the  Urban  District  from  the  County  Borough  of  Preston.  The  Savick  Brook  is  the  largest  of  the 
four  and  also  the  most  rapid  in  its  flow,  and  after  heavy  rain  it  frequently  overflows  its  banks  and  floods  the 
adjoining  lands. 

Geologically  the  area  is  a part  of  the  Lancashire  Plain  which  is  floored  with  red  rock  of  the  Triassic 
age  (examples  of  these  rocks  can  be  seen  at  the  base  of  the  cliffs  at  Blackpool) . Most  of  this  floor  is  imper- 
meable, but  there  is  a fault  of  Bunter  Sandstone  which  runs  from  South  East  to  North  West  through  part 
of  the  district  and  is  considered  to  be  water  bearing.  Superficial  to  the  rock  base  there  are  three  layers  of 
Glacial  Drift  varying  in  depth  from  90  to  130  feet — the  Lower  Boulder  Clay,  the  Drift  Sand  and  the  Upper 
Boulder  Clay.  The  thickness  of  the  individual  layers  varies  considerably  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  In 
the  North  Eastern  portion  there  are  many  bluffs  or  hillocks  composed  entirely  of  Drift  Sand  with  a covering 
of  Upper  Boulder  Clay  of  varying  thickness.  Some  of  these  bluffs  have,  on  the  contrary,  a central  core  of 
clay  and  a surround  of  sand.  All  the  bluffs  rest  upon  a base  of  lower  Boulder  Clay  many  feet  in  thickness. 
Towards  the  Western  side  of  the  district  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay  Layer  is  above  20  feet  in  thickness,  resting 
upon  sand  of  up  to  30  feet  in  depth  with  a layer  of  Lower  Boulder  Clay  underneath  which  varies  considerably 
in  thickness.  The  Triassic  Rock  Layer  is  raised  above  the  existing  sea  level  but  forms  an  inclined  plane  rising 
to  the  Pennines.  The  Glacial  Drift  Layers  above  this  rock  layer  sometimes  reach  a depth  of  170  feet. 

In  the  drift  layers,  pebbles  and  boulders  are  found,  consisting  of  Yoredale  Grits,  Limestone,  Lakeland 
Traps,  Granites,  and  Volcanic  Ash  brought  down  from  the  Lakeland  mountains  by  ice  movement.  Occa- 
sionally granite  from  Criffel  on  the  North  side  of  the  Solway,  may  be  found.  Water  bearing  seams  occur  at 
the  surface  of  the  Lower  Boulder  Qay  and  on  thin  beds  of  clay  in  the  Middle  Drift.

Meteorological  Features  of  1963 

Meteorological  data  was  very  kindly  supplied  by  Dr.  Barocas,  of  the  Jeremiah  Horrocks  Observatory, 
Preston,  by  kind  permission  of  Mr.  Tuson,  Chief  Education  Officer,  Preston.  Grateful  thanks  are  extended  to 
them  for  the  following  information. 

The  year  of  1963  will  be  remembered  for  its  prolonged  very  cold  winter.  In  the  Preston  area  the 
months  of  January  and  Feibruary  were  the  coldest  since  records  began  to  be  kept  in  1876.  The  average 
temperatures  were  well  below  freezing,  and  due  to  this  the  ground  was  frozen  hard  to  a depth  of  more  than 
two  feet*.  The  lowest  temperature  recorded  in  Preston  was  9.9°F.  on  Feibruary  2nd.  In  spite  of  this  the 
amount  of  snow  which  fell  in  this  area  was  very  small,  the  maximum  depth  being  one  inch  in  January  and 
four  inches  in  February.  Sunny  and  warm  spells  occurred  in  the  last  week  of  May,  most  of  June,  and  the 
last  week  in  July,  but  no  very  high  temperatures  were  recorded.  The  warmest  day  was  July  30th  when  the 
maximum  temperature  was  79.8°F.  The  year  as  a whole  was  a dry  one.  The  total  rainfall  was  33.78  inches, 
which  is  3.99  inches  below  average.

Social  Conditions  and  Amenities  of  the  Distiict. 

The  district  is  a residential  one  with  wide  streets  and  avenues,  and  housing  of  an  excellent  and 
substantial  character. 


The  only  large  industrial  concern  is  a steam  laundry  which  employs  local  labour.  On  the  outskirts 
of  the  area  there  are  dairy  farms  and  a small  amount  of  cultivation.  During  the  year  several  more  acres  of 
farm  land  were  taken  over  for  private  housing  development. 

Unmade  roads  in  the  district  now  are  few  in  number  as  several  more  were  made  up  during  the  year. 

There  is  a residential  children’s  home  in  the  district,  and  for  aged  persons  there  are  two  large  hostels 
and  a Council  site  of  bungalows  and  flats  with  a community  centre  and  resident  warden.  Two  hospitals  are 
situated  in  this  area,  Sharoe  Green  Hospital  for  acute,  chronic,  maternity  and  mentally  ill  cases  and 
Longsands  Lane  Continuation  Hospital  for  Orthopaedic  cases.  During  the  year  work  was  commenced  at 
Sharoe  Green  Hospital  on  extensions  to  provide  a new  outpatients  department  and  Psychiatric  rooms. 

The  various  religious  denominations  are  well  catered  for  by  seven  churches.  Six  of  these  possess  halls 
which  are  extensively  used  for  concerts,  dances,  amateur  dramatics  and  lectures  and  in  some  cases  for  religious 
activities.  One  of  these  halTs  was.  newly  opened  in  1963  and  combines  a social  centre  and  youth  club. 

There  are  two  branches  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  library  in  Fulwood.  One  in  Garstang 
Road  serving  fhe  Northern  part  of  the  district  and  the  other  serving  the  Southern  area,  situated  in  Sharoe 
Green  Lane. 


A wide  variety  of  sport  and  recreation  is  available  to  Fulwood  residents.  There  is  an  old  established 
golf  club,  tennis  club,  a private  bowling  club  and  bowling  greens  at  two  hotels  in  the  district.  A well-known 
and  active  cricket  club  has  its  ground  on  the  Northern  boundary  of  the  district.  An  indoor  cricket  school 
situated  off  Garstang  Road  has  been  in  use  for  several  years.  This  has  been  well  used  by  many  schools  and 
cricket  teams  from  Fulwood  and  the  surrounding  districts.  Several  amateur  football  clubs  are  active  in  the 
local  leagues.  There  are  two  large  playing  fields  in  Fulwood  situated  in  Garstang  Road  and  Cadley  Causeway. 
These  are  Council  owned  and  maintained. 


Local  organisations  hold  lectures  and  discussions  on  many  subjects,  both  local  and  national,  and 
have  drama,  music  and  other  sections.  A comprehensive  course  of  evening  classes  is  also  held  in  two  of  the 
County  Council  schools. 
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FULWOOD  CIVIC  BALL 

Organised  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the  late  Councillor  H.  V.  Carwin,  this  event  took  place 
in  January  at  the  Bull  and  Royal  Hotel  in  Preston.  The  venue  was  changed  from  a local  hall  in  order  to 
accommodate  more  people.  It  was  attended  by  many  civic  guests  from  surrounding  districts.  Over  two 
hundred  guests  enjoyed  an  excellent  dinner  and  dance  and  several  charities  benefited  from  fhe  proceeds. 

OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE 

The  remaining  flats  on  the  Aged  Persons’  Dwelling  Site  in  Poole  Road  were  completed  and  occupied 
during  the  early  part  ol  the  year.  The  Community  Centre  was  furnished  and  ready  for  use  about  the  same 
time.  A committee  under  the  guidance  of  the  warden,  Mrs.  M.  M.  Marfe,  was  formed  from  the  site  residents 
to  organise  and  run  various  functions  to  be  held  in  the  Centre.  These  proved  to  be  very  successful  and  the 
Centre  was  well-used  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  various  functions  held  included: — ^Whist  and  Domino  Drives,  Bingo  sessions.  Film  Shows  and 
Concerts,  and  the  local  clergy  held  regular  communion  and  evensong  services.  A very  successful  Bring  and 
Buy  Sale  was  held  to  provide  funds  for  a Christmas  party.  This  party  was  the  first  to  be  held  in  the  new 
Centre  and  was  a great  success.  Various  coach  outings  were  also  arranged  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all. 

This  site  has  proved  to  be  a very  welcome  addition  to  the  welfare  of  old  people.  Local  tradesmen 
provide  a regular  service  with  their  mobile  food  shops,  and  with  other  local  shop  keepers  prepared  to  deliver 
orders,  the  residents  have  been  so  well  catered  for  that  it  is  almost  unnecessary  to  leave  the  site  for  their 
weekly  provisions.  It  is  hoped  that  another  similar  site  will  be  provided  in  the  near  future. 

Much  useful  work  has  been  done  in  the  district  by  the  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Mrs.  N.  M.  Howard.  Perhaps  of  special  value  was  their  many  visits  to  older  people  who 
by  reason  of  ill  health  or  disability  are  unable  to  do  their  own  shopping  and  visiting.  Various  organisations 
are  represented  on  this  Committee.  A very  enjoyable  Christmas  Party  was  held  at  the  Galloway  Hall.  The 
housebound  residents  were  not  forgotten,  and  a special  party  was  held  for  their  benefit,  transport  being 
provided  to  and  from  their  homes.  Christmas  food  parcels  were  also  distributed  to  these  unfortunate  people. 

An  innovation  during  the  year  was  the  formation  of  an  AbBeyfield  Housing  Society  by  the  Welfare 
Committee.  The  purpose  of  this  Society  is  to  buy  the  large  older  type  ot  house  and  convert  it  for  the 
housing  of  elderly  people.  A resident  warden  would  be  responsible  for  the  provision  of  meals  and  the  general 
welfare  of  the  occupants.  Each  resident  will  have  their  own  bed/sitting  room  and  be  provided  with  the  two 
m.ain  meals  each  day.  For  this  a weekly  full  board  charge  will  be  made.  A large  house  in  Watiing  Street 
Road  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  it  is  expected  that  the  necessary  alterations  will  be  completed  and 
the  house  ready  for  occupation  in  1964. 

The  William  Wilding  Galloway  Hall  in  Brackenbury  Road  also  houses  the  many  functions  of  a 
thriving  Over  60’s  Club.  The  chairman  of  the  club  is  Mrs.  M.  Howarth.  This  club  has  a considerable 
membership  and  most  of  them  take  an  active  part  in  the  dances,  whist  drives,  parties  and  social  evenings 
which  are  held  regularly  throughout  the  year. 

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  continued  to  operate  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service  throughout  1963. 
Cooked  meals  are  delivered  twice  weekly  to  the  homes  of  old  and  handicapped  persons  at  a nominal  charge 
with  the  Council  subsidising  part  of  the  cost.  This  service  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  have 
derived  benefit  from  if.

Population 

In  the  Census  of  1951  the  population  of  Fulwood  was  13,087. 

In  the  Census  of  1961  the  population  of  Fulwood  was  16,966. 

Foi  mid  1963  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  was  17,280. 

This  figure  includes  approximately  400  persons  resident  in  the  institutions  in  the  district. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rates 

The  figures  below  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  The  crude  and  adjusted  death 
rates  were  16.1  and  9.5  respectively,  the  former  being  a decrease  of  2.3  and  the  latter  a decrease  of  2.6  on 
the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was  278,  33  less  than  for  1962.  The  following 
table  shows  that  a high  proportion  of  the  deaths  were  above  the  age  of  70  years. 

There  were  189  deaths  (82  males  and  107  females)  in  the  ages  above  70  years: — 

43  (M.  18,  F.  25)  were  between  70  and  75  years. 

47  (M.  23,  F.  24)  „ „ 75  and  80  years.

During  the  year  there  were  92  deaths  in  hostels  in  this  area  (M.  40,  F.  52). 
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Neo-Natal,  Early  Neo-Natal  and  Perinatal  Mortality 

The  Registrar  General  in  addition  to  supplying  particulars  of  neo-natal  mortality  (deaths  of  infants 
under  four  weeks  of  age),  has  also  supplied  information  as  to  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age 
(early  neo-natal  mortality)  and  has  also  included  the  perinatal  mortality  rate,  i.e.,  the  number  of  stillbirths 
and  early  neo-natal  deaths  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births. 

Two  infant  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  week  giving  an  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  6.2 
per  1,000  live  births  which  is  the  same  as  the  total  infant  mortality  rate. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  two’  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  compared  with  four  in  1062.  This  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  6.2  as  against  12.7  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole  is  20.9.  The  cause  of  death  of  the  two  infants  is  given  below  : — 

Female  (1  dayj — Hydrocephalus. 

Male  (4  days) — Hypoprothrombinaemia. 

Laboratory  Services. 

Both  the  Public  Health  and  the  Group  Laboratories  are  housed  in  the  same  building  situated  in 
Meadow  Street,  Preston,  near  to  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

Dr.  L.  Robertson  is  the  director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  where  all  examinations  concerned  with 
Public  Health  are  carried  out. 

These  include: — The  bacteriological  examination  of  routine  samples  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  water. 
The  biological  examination  of  milk  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacillus  and  Brucella  organisms.  The 
examination  of  faecal  specimens  and  suspected  foods  in  cases  of  food  poisoning  ana  dysentery.  Other  new 
tests  started  during  the  year  were  the  Amylase  Test  for  pasteurisation  of  liquid  egg  and  the  examination  of 
milk  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics. 

A total  of  376  samples  and  specimens  were  su'bmitted  and  examined  during  the  year  and  reports 
subsequently  issued  on  the  results  of  the  various  tests. 

The  Group  Laboratory  under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  A.  A.  Miller,  the  Groim  Pathologist,  carries  out 
the  examination  of  specimens  of  patients  under  treatmment  as  well  as  pathological  specimens  for  ordinary 
diseases. 


Chemical  Analyses  were  usually  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst. 

Hospital  Services. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  all  hospital  treatment  is  free.  For  patients  from  Fulwood 
there  are  ten  hospitals  available.  These  are  all  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  administered  locally  by  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Committee.  These  are: —

Malignant  Diseases.  Treatment  for  patients  suffering  from  malignant  diseases  is  available  at  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary  at  a special  section~stafted  by  personnel  from  the  Christie  Cancer  Hospital,  Manchester.  For 
more  major  conditions  admission  is  nonnally  arranged  to  Christie  Hospital. 

Venereal  Diseases.  Specialised  clinics  are  held  at  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary.  Advice  and  treat- 
ment are  free  and  strictly  confidential. 

Ante-Natal  Services.  These  clinics  are  provided  by  the  Hospital  Management  Comimittee  at  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary  and  Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  These  facilities  were  no  doubt  extensively  used  by  women  from 
this  district  but  no  actual  details  of  the  numbers  attending  are  available. 


General  Diseases. 

The  accommodation  and  the  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  persons  requiring  hospital  treatment  are 
enumerated  above,  but  the  extent  to  which  these  facilities  are  utilised  by  the  residents  of  this  district  is  not 
known. 

As  in  former  years,  the  Manager  of  the  Preston  branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National 
Insurance  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  figures  relating  to  Fulwood  of  the  number  of  claims  for  National 
Insurance  for  each  month  of  the  year.  These  figures  have  been  extracted  from  the  returns  for  the  Preston 
area  as  a whole  and  therefore  are  estimated  figures,  but  comparisons  can  be  drawn  from  them  of  the  seasonal 
rises  and  falls  of  sickness  and  of  the  variations  from  year  to  year.

Home  Help  Service. 

Home  Helps  are  employed  in  the  district  for  a variety  of  cases  including: — confinements,  sickness, 
old  age,  and  infirmity.  Night  Helps  may  be  employed  where  needed.  Application  for  this  service  must  be 
made  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  Health  Division  No.  4. 

Chiropody  Service. 

A free  chiropody  service  is  available  for  elderly  people,  registered  handicapped  persons  and  expectant 
mothers.  A special  clinic  for  this  is  held  fortnightly  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at  Larch  House,  Lytham  Road. 
A domiciliary  service  is  available  for  those  who  are  unable  to  attend  the  clinic. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Fulwood  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  provide  a chiropody  clinic  for 
elderly  persons  only.  Sessions  are  held  regularly  at  the  Galloway  Hall,  Brackenbury  Road.  Treatment  is  also 
given  in  the  homes  of  the  sick  and  disabled. 

Child  Welfare  Service. 

There  are  now  three  centres  serving  Fulwood.  A doctor  and  health  visitors  are  in  attendance  to 
give  advice  on.  infant  care  and  management.  Baby  foods  are  sold  at  the  centres.  One  centre  to  serve  Fulwood 
East  was  newly  opened  in  August.  It  is  held  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension  Hall  in  Preston  just  over  the 
Fulwood  boundary.  This  centre  should  fulfil  a longfelt  need  for  this  part  of  the  district.  Details  of  atten-

A diagnostic  clinic  for  deafness,  particularly  in  infancy,  was  held  regularly  at  Larch  House. 

School  Mechcal  Service.  Medicarand  hygiene  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the 
school  nurses  at  the  various  schools  in  the  district.  Children  requiring  treatment  for  minor  ailments  or  special 
examinations  can  receive  attention  at  the  clinic  at  Larch  House.  In  addition,  visits  were  made  to  the  homes 
of  the  children  by  the  school  nurses  to  follow  up  treatment  or  to  keep  the  children  under  observation  where 
necessary. 

A fortnightly  Ophthalmic  clinic  is  held  at  Larch  House. 

Dental  care  for  children  and  also  expectant  mothers  is  available  at  8,  Spring  Bank,  Preston.  This 
is  also  a centre  for  speech  defects  and  for  speech  training  which  is  available  for  children  from  this  area. 

Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons. 

A Social  and  Handicraft  Centre  for  handicapped  persons,  run  by  the  County  Council  is  held  everj' 
Friday  afternoon  at  the  William  Wilding  Galloway  Hall  in  Brackenbury  Road. 

Special  arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  education  of  handicapped  children  such  as  deaf,  blind 
or  partially  sighted,  severely  crippled  or  backward.  The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for  making 
these  arrangements.

Tuberculosis. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  the  hospital  and  sanatorium  accommodat  on  for  patients 
suffering  from  tfis  disease.  A chest  clinic  for  patients  residing  in  this  district,  is  situated  at  12,  Walton’s 
Parade,  Preston.  The  clinic  is  staffed  by  Chest  Physicians  with  the  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  Visitors 
attached  to  it.  The  Tuberculosis  Visitors  are  primarily  engaged  in  home  visiting  to  advise  patients  regarding 
their  own  health  and  the  protection  of  other  members  of  the  family.  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  available  to 
contacts  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and  to  thirteen  year  old  children  under  the 
School  Health  Service.

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ENVIRONMENTAL  SERVICES 
The  Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectioixs  Disease, 

Reference  has  been  made  in  the  introductory  remarks  to  the  report,  on  general  aspects  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  district  in  1963.  There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  during  the  year  which  presented  any  problems. 
Disinfection  of  houses,  books  and  clothes  was  carried  out  in  appropriate  cases.  There  was  a substantial 
decrease  in  the  number  of  notifications  received,  88  compared  with  255  in  1962.  A decrease  in  cases  of  measles 
and  food  poisoning  accounts  for  this.  Comments  on  some  of  the  notifiable  diseases  are  given  below. 

Scarlet  Fever 

This  was  of  a mild  nature  only  with  most  of  the  8 cases  notified  during  the  year  being  nursed  at 

home. 

Whooping  Ccoigh 

For  the  second  year  running,  only  2 cases  were  notified.  Immunisation  against  this  disease 
has  probably  been  the  main  factor  in  keeping  the  number  of  cases  at  this  low  level.  From  1950  to  1957  the 
average  number  of  notifications  received  was  17  per  year.  Whereas  from  1958  to  1963  the  average  is  4.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  not  be  lulled  into  a false  sense  of  security  by  this  decline  in  cases  of  whooping 
cough,  but  will  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the  immunisation  service 

Measles 

Only  61  cases  were  notified  compared  with  173  in  1962 
pattern  of  alternating  high  and  low  incidences  from  year  to  year 
years  of  age. 

Foc-d  Poisoning  and  Dysentery 

In  both  of  these  there  was  a considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  notifications  received.  Food 
poisoning  5 (49  in  1962),  dysentery  3 (15  in  1962).  Routine  investigations  were  carried  out  in  aU  these  cases 
but  in  none  of  them  was  a causative  organism  ascertained. 

In  several  other  instances,  General  Practitioners  asked  us  to  investigate  cases  of  persons  suffering 
from  diarrhoea.  From  all  these  investigations,  a total  of  144  faecal  specimens  were  obtained  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination. 

Poliomyelitis 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  fourth  year  running,  no  cases  were  notified  in  this  district.  This 
provides  ample  proof  of  the  value  of  the  vaccination  campaign  which  has  been  conducted  for  several  years. 
During  1963  415  children  were  vaccinated  in  the  clinic  or  schools. 

Pueq>eral  Pyrexia 

This  is  a condition  of  high  t^perature  occurring  after  childbirth.  Although  five  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year  having  occurred  in  this  district,  at  Sharoe  Green  Hospital,  none  of  the  women  concerned 
was  normally  resident  in  Fulwood. 

Undulant  Fever 

Although  not  a notifiable  disease,  cases  are  usually  reported  by  the  General  Practitioners  to  this 
office.  No  cases,  or  suspected  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  However,  routine  investigation  of  raw 
milks  was  still  carried  out,  and  individual  cow  samples  taken  from  two  herds  in  the  district. 


This  disease  continues  to  follow  the  normal 
All  the  61  cases  were  in  children  under  six 
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Typhoid  Fever 

Following  an  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Zermatt,  Switzerland,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  all 
local  authorities  were  kepf  informed  of  developments  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  There  were  about 
45  confirmed  cases  of  t3rphoid  amongst  persons  who  had  recently  returned  to  this  country  from  Zermatt. 
Fortunately  there  were  no  cases  in  the  Fulwood  area. 

It  was  desirable  that  bacteriological  examination,  of  anyone  employed  in  food  premises,  recently 
returned  from  Zermatt,  should  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible.  Letters  were  therefore  sent  out  to  the 
proprietors  of  all  food  premises  in  the  district  asking  if  any  members  of  their  staff  had  visited  Zermatt  in  the 
previous  three  months.  No  such  cases  were  reported  to  this  office.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk 

. There  were  four  registered  dairies  in  the  district  at  the  year  end,  three  having  ceased  to  operate  as 
such  during  the  year.  Four  new  applications  approved  in  1963  brought  the  total  number  of  shops  where 
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bottled  milk  is  sold  up  to  13.  One  of  these  also  has  a milk  vending  machine  installed  on  the  forecourt.  This 
seems  to  be  well  used,  especially  by  the  travelling  public.  Registered  distributors  (other  than  shops  mentioned 
above)  retailing  milk  in  Fulwood,  number  30,  but  21  of  these  are  from  premises  outside  the  district.  These 
figures  show  a decrease  over  last  year  as  several  of  the  smaller  retailers  sold  their  milk  rounds  to  the  large 
dairy  combines. 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  was  continued  throughout  the  year  to  ensure  that  the  required  standard 
was  maintained.  The  table  below  gives  details  of  raw  milk  samples  taken  during  the  past  5 years.  A detailed 
account  of  the  milk  samples  taken  during  1963  will  be  found  in  Mr.  McFarlane’s  report.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

Since  the  amalgamation  in  October,  1959,  of  the  water  undertakings  of  Preston  County  Borough, 
Preston  Rural  District  and  the  Urban ' Districts  of  Leyland,  Longridge,  Waltbn-le-Dale  and  Fulwood,  the 
Preston  & District  Water  Board  has  been  responsible  for  the  water  supply  to  the  Fulwood  area. 

Samples  were  taken  regularly  during  1963  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  Only  one  of  these  samples,  taken  in  February, 
was  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory.  This  was  probably  due  to  contaminant  organisms  in  the  tap,  as  other 
samples  taken  around  the  same  time,  maintained  the  usual  high  bacteriological  standard.  In  addition,  samples 
are  taken  by  the  Preston  & District  Water  Board  and  submitted  to  their  own  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analysis.  Copies  of  the  results  of  these  examinations  are  sent  to  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the 
samples  are  taken. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  to  the  area  during  1963,  buf  the  continuous  cold  weather  of  January 
and  February  was  responsible  for  many  premises  being  without  water  for  some  time.  With  the  ground  being 
frozen  to  a depth  of  over  2 feet,  several  water  mains  and  branch  pipes  to  houses  were  frozen  solid.  The 
Water  Board’s  staff  were  working  continuously  to  free  these  pipes  and  restore  the  supply.  Ice  on  the  reservoirs 
made  it  necessary  to  increase  the  dose  of  chlorine  to  prevent  any  pollution  passing  into  the  mains. 
This  resulted  in  many  complaints  being  received  from  residents  that  the  water  was  unpalatable.  This 
situation  unfortunately  persisted  for  some  time.  However,  as  the  temperature  rose  above  freezing  point, 
conditions  gradually  returned  to  normal. 

I am  grateful  to  Mr.  J.  F.  Bailey,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the  information  he  has 
supplied.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  CONTROL 

Effluent  from  this  area  is  dealt  with  at  the  Preston  Corporation  Sewage  Works  at  Freckleton,  under 
the  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  which  came  into  operation  in  1958. 

In  general  the  sewerage  system  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

A scheme  for  improving  the  sewers  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  district  was  in  hand  by  the  year  end, 

and  it  is  expected  that  Enal  approval  for  this  will  be  given  early  in  1964.  Most  of  the  existing  sewers  in  this 

part  of  Fulwood  are  very  old  and  due  to  the  amount  cf  development  in  recent  years  have  become  overloaded. 

One  hundred  and  forty  two  new  houses  or  flats  were  completed  in  1963  and  all  of  these 

were  connected  to  main  drainage. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  River  Board  are  responsible  for  ensuring  the  purity  of  the  streams  and  watercourses. 

The  four  brooks  in  the  district,  Savick,  Eaves,  Boundary  and  Sharoe,  all  run  from  East  to  West  and 
maintain  a reasonable  standard,  as  they  are  not  now  subject  to  the  heavy  pollution  of  previous  years.  They 
do  however,  continue  to  be  used  for  the' indiscriminate  tipping  of  rubbish,  and  it  has  become  almost  impossible 
to  keep  them  clear. 
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Sanitary  Accommodatic-n. 

Nearly  all  properties  in  the  district  have  water  closets  installed  with  drainage  connected  to  the  main 
sewerage  system.  Only  the  outlying  rural  areas  have  no  main  drainage  facilities  available,  but  properties 
in  these  areas  utilise  the  septic  tank  system  for  drainage.  Twenty  houses  still  have  earth  or  pail  closets  in  use.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  was  responsible  for  this  service  as  well  as  the  collection  of  salvage. 

The  service  is  fully  motorised  and  a weekly  collection  for  the  district  was  in  operation.  6,304  movable 
ashbins  were  cleared  each  week. 

The  controlled  tipping  system  was  in  operation  at  the  tip  situated  in  Longridge  and  used  jointly  with 
Longridge  Urban  District  Council. 

Housing. 

(a)  General. 

During  the  year  under  review,  a total  of  142  dwellings  were  completed.  This  figure  comprises,  126 
new  houses  built  by  private  developers,  and  16  flats  for  aged  persons  built  for  the  Council. 

Private  housing  estates  were  still  under  construction  in  several  areas.  The  standard  of  housing  in 
the  district  maintains  a high  level. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  demolish  two  houses  in  1963.  These  were  dealt  with  under  Section  17  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1957.  Due  to  settlement  of  the  rear  and  internal  walls  and  numerous  other  defects,  both 
houses  were  considered  to  be  dangerous,  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  for  habitation  at  a reasonable 
expense.  Two  families  comprising  seven  persons  were  displaced  by  the  demolition,  but  were  rehoused  by 
the  Council. 

(b)  Housing  of  the  Aged. 

The  remaining  16  flats  on  the  aged  persons’  dwellings  site  in  Poole  Road  were  completed 
and  occupied  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  demand  for  this  special  type  of  accommodation  has 
exceeded  expectations  and  a new  site  is  tO’  be  built  by  the  Council  in  the  near  future. 

The  formation  of  the  Fulwood  Abbeyfield  Housing  Society  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 
will  also  help  to  provide  further  accommodation  for  elderly  persons.  Under  this  scheme  several  persons  will 
be  accommodated  in  the  same  house,  with  a resident  warden  on  duty.  The  first  of  these  should  be  in  operation 
in  1964. 

(c)  Improvement  Grants. 

Under  the  various  Housing  Acts  of  1949,  1958  and  1959,  grants  may  be  made  by  the  Council  towards 
the  cost  of  improving  the  older  type  of  house  which  lacks  certain  amenities.  A grant  can  be  made  for  the 
provision  of  a bath  or  shower,  wash  hand  basin,  water  closet,  hot  water  system  and  food  store.  The 
following  table  gives  details  of  applications  made  during  1963: —

approved  in  1963  was  still  outstanding,  as  all  works  were  not  completed  by  the  year  end. 

(d)  Inspections  of  Dwelling  Houses. 

During  the  year,  401  visits  were  made  to  246  houses  to  inspect  for  any  defects.  The  majority  of 
these  visits  were  in  connection  with  drainage.  209  new  defects  were  found  of  an  easily  remedied  character 
and  205  of  these  had  been  abated  by  the  year  end,  with  work  on  four  properties  still  outstanding.  All  these 
works  were  carried  out  by  informal  action  without  the  necessity  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

(e)  Overcrowding. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  during  the  year. 

(f)  Housing  Applicants. 

Many  new  applications  for  council  housing  were  received  during  the  year.  Five  families  were  rehoused 
in  existing  council  houses  which  became  available  fdr  reletting  in  1963,  and  two  of  the  bungalows  on  the  old 
people’s  site  were  also  relet.  At  the  year  end  there  were  134  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  accommodation. 
53  of  these  for  houses  and  81  for  the  aged  persons  dwellings. 

School  Accommodation

Clean  Air 

With  Fulwood  being  mainly  a residential  area  there  is  little  or  no  industrial  pollution  of  the  atmos- 
phere. Smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year  on  the  few  small  industrial  concerns  situated  in  the 
district.  Except  for  isolated  occasions,  no  serious  emissions  of  smoke  or  grit  were  encountered. 

Any  atmospheric  pollution  in  this  area  can  be  put  down  to  domestic  smoke,  and  this  has  tended  to 
increase  as  more  and  more  houses  are  erected. 

Following  a report  to  the  Council  in  1962  it  was  agreed  in  principle  to  establish  smoke  control  areas 
to  eventually  cover  the  whole  of  Fulwood.  Progress  to  depend  on  the  availability  of  smokeless  fuels,  and 
also  smoke  control  areas  being  made  by  the  adjoining  authority  along  our  Southern  boundary. 

No  positive  action  has  yet  been  taken  in  this  connection,  as  at  the  present  time  there  does  not  seem 
to  be  sufficient  quantities  of  the  premium  grade  smokeless  fuels  to  meet  present  requirements.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  a start  can  soon  be  made  to  establish  smoke  control  areas  in  Fulwood,  and  thus  clean  up  the  air 
we  breathe. 
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Shops  Act,  1950. 

The  County  Council  being  the  Shops  Act  Authority  for  this  area,  have  delegated  certain  functions  to 
this  Council.  These  functions  are  mainly  concerned  with  heating,  lighling,  ventilation,  temperature,  washing 
facilities  and  hours  of  employment  for  young  persons.  Reports  on  such  inspections  are  made  direct  to  the 
County  Council  and  during  1963,  24  inspections  were  made. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1968,  received  Royal  Assent  during  the  year  although 
it  does  not  come  into  operation  until  1964.  This  is  a new  act  for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of 
persons  employed  in  shop  premises.  It  covers  all  shops  where  persons  are  employed,  except  where  those 
persons  are  immediate  relatives.  The  one  man  business  will  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  act.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  my  seventh  Annual  Report  to  the  Council  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Depaxtm.ent  for  the  year  1963. 

Comments  and  details  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  will  be  found  on  the  following  pages,  there- 
fore in  this  introduction  I need  only  mention  various  matters  of  interest. 

The  caterpillar  menace  was  to  the  fore-front  again  and  seemed  to  reach  its  peak  in  1963.  Hawthorn 
hedges  and  apple  trees  throughout  the  district  being  badly  affected.  Spraying  with  Malathion  insecticide  was 
an  effective  treatment  and  hedges  and  fruit  trees  of  over  500  premises  were  treated.  Following  publicity  in 
the  local  press,  we  were  able  to  commence  spraying  earlier  than  usual  and  thus  prevent  the  invasion  of  houses 
that  had  been  experienced  the  previous  year.  This  has  now  reached  such  proportions  that  in  future  years  it 
will  not  be  possible  for  this  department  to  carry  out  this  free  treatment  as  in  the  past.  Apart  from  the  exten- 
sive treatment  for  caterpillars  which  was  mainly  confined  to  a period  of  about  four  weeks,  we  were  also 
called  upon  to  deal  with  wasps  nests,  red  spider  mite,  cluster  flies  and  silver  fish.  These  were  successfully 
cleared  with  a suitable  insecticide. 

In  my  last  report,  I commented  on  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubbish  on  spare  land,  by  the  road 
sides  and  in  the  brooks.  This  has  unfortunately  continued  to  be  a source  of  trouble  during  the  year.  Notices 
were  inserted  in  the  local  press  drawing  the  attention  of  residents  to  the  requirements  of  the  Litter  Act,  but 
this  does  not  seem  to  have  had  the  desired  affect.  Following  a complaint  that  rubbish  was  being  thrown  into 

one  of  the  brooks  in  the  district,  investigations  were  made  and  subsequently  the  offender  was  prosecuted  and 
a fine  of  £2  and  costs  were  imposed  by  the  court.  This  prosecution  had  to  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  section  259,  as  the  land  adjoining  the  brook  was  private  land  and  therefore  the  provisions  of  the 
Litter  Act,  1958,  did  not  apply.  It  would  seem  that  m.any  more  prosecutions  will  have  to  be  taken  and  given 
widespread  publicity  before  people  I{egin  to  take  notice  and  realize  their  responsibilities. 

The  severe  cold  spell  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  was  responsible  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
drainage  complaints  received.  Inspection  chambers  and  gullies  were  found  to  be  frozen  solid  and  in  several 
instances  frost  had  damaged  the  brick  work  in  the  chambers. 

Two  houses  which  were  in  a poor  state  of  repair  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  for  habitation  at 
reasonable  expense,  had  to  be  demolished  during  the  year.  One  of  these  also  comprised  a lock-up  shop. 
The  two  families  affected  by  the  demolition  were  re-housed  by  the  Council. 

Several  new  Acts  and  regulations  were  introduced  during  the  year.  Those  directly  concerned  with 
Public  Health  are  dealt  with  more  fully  in  the  body  of  my  report.  Without  doubt  the  most  important  one 
is  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  Legislation  to  secure  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of 
office  workers  has  been  needed  for  a considerable  time,  and  this  act  should  bring  about  the  required  improve- 
ment to  many  premises.  Protection  for  the  shop  workers  contained  in  the  Shops  Act,  1950  has  been  extended 
by  this  new  act. 
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As  in  previous  yeaxs,  environmental  public  health  visits  have  been  paid  to  all  types  of  premises  in 
the  district.  The  number  of  visits  made  and  premises  visited,  shows  a slight  increase  compared  with  1962. 

I would  like  to  thank  Miss  J.  Whelan  for  the  efficient  way  she  has  carried  out  all  the  clerical  and 
routine  work  of  the  department  and  I am  also  grateful  for  her  valuable  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report.  Rodent  control  was  carried  out  most  satisfactorily  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Singleton,  who  has  also  dealt 
efficiently  with  disinfections,  disinfestations,  drain  testing  and  clearing,  and  also  generally  assisted  in  many 
other  public  health  matters.

The  27  raw  milk  samples  that  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  test  consisted  of  13  from  producers  outside 
the  district,  and  14  from  producers  in  the  district.  11  of  these  14  were  taken  over  a period  of  several  weeks 
and  concerned  one  producer-retailer.  The  Milk  Production  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  was  notified  and  carried  out  investigations  at  the  farm  to  find  the  cause  of  the  failures.  Several 
minor  faults  in  production  were  attributed  to  these  unsatisfactory  samples.  As  these  were  put  right,  subsequent 
samples  attained  the  required  standard.  The  number  of  distributors  retailing  milk  in  Fulwood  has  continued 
to  decrease  over  the  past  few  years,  with  the  large  dairy  combines  buying  up  the  milk  rounds  from  the  small 
retailers. 
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Sampling  and  testing  of  milk  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacillus  was  continued  throughout  the 
year,  although  this  disease  is  almost  non-existent.  Isolated  cases  however,  have  been  found  in  some  parts  of 
the  country,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  none  have  been  found  in  the  Fulwood  area  since  1957. 

70  individual  milk  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  in  connection  with  Brucellosis.  The  majority 
of  these  being  concerned  with  two  herds.  Milk  from  affected  animals  was  sent  for  pasteurisation  in  order  to 
render  it  safe.  In  most  cases  these  animals  were  later  sent  for  slaughter.  We  have  had  the  full  co-operation 
of  the  farmers  in  this  area,  in  our  efforts  to  rid  herds  of  this  infection. 

In  October  a test  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics  in  milk  was  commenced  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  Of  the  18  samples  of  raw  milk  examined,  one  was  found  to  contain  penicillin.  This  milk  was 
from  a producer  outside  the  district.  Details  of  this  result  was  sent  to  the  Local  Authority  concerned,  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board,  and  the  Milk  Production  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  for 
their  information  and  attention. 


ICE  CREAM 

During  1968  a total  of  51  samples  of  ice  cream  was  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination. 
The  results  of  these  were  : — ^48  Grade  1 and  3 Grade  2.  All  these  were  satisfactory.  In  the  last  five  years, 
only  two  samples  have  fallen  below  grade  2.  This  commodity  has  therefore  maintained  a high  bacteriological 
standard. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

A 35%  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  killed  necessitated  336  visits  being  made  to  the  private 
slaughterhouse  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  Throughout  the  year,  a full  inspection  service  was  main- 
tained on  all  carcases  and  offal.  The  quality  of  animals  passing  through  the  slaughterhouse  remains  high.  For 
the  second  year  running  there  was  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis  in  any  of  the  cattle  killed.  Most  of  the  offal 
condemned,  as  shown  in  the  table  below,  for  both  cattle  and  sheep,  was  livers  which  were  affected  with 
distomatosis  (liver  fluke).  This  normally  has  no  effect  on  the  remainder  of  the  carcase.

RODENT  CONTROL 

As  in  previous  years,  the  control  of  rodents  was  continued  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949.  Treatments  were  carried  out  where  necessary.  Dwelling  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge,  but  a 
full  charge  is  made  for  treatments  to  business  premises.  In  many  cases  farmers  and  business  concerns  are 
under  a yearly  contract  with  private  disinfestation  firms  for  the  eradication  of  rats  or  mice  at  their  premises. 

Test  baiting  and  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  twice  during  the  year.  About  7 per  cent  of 
the  manholes  were  baited  each  time.  Only  slight  infestations  were  encountered.

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NEW  LEGISLATION 


The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

The  object  of  this  act  is  to  make  provision  for  securing  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  persons 
employed  to  work  in  office,  shop  and  railway  premises.  The  provisions  relating  to  offices  and  certain  railway 
premises  are  the  first  of  their  kind,  and  the  existing  protection  for  shopworkers  is  extended.  Measures  covered 
by  the  Act,  which  does  not  come  into  force  until  1964,  include  : — cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature, 
ventilation,  lighting,  washing  facilities,  sanitary  accommodation  and  fire  precautions. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963. 

These  regulations  re-enact  with  amendments  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960.  Some 
of  the  principal  changes  are  that  on  and  after  1st  October,  1964  — “Untreated”  replaces  “Tuberculin 
Tested  ” as  the  special  designation  for  raw  milk.  The  Methylene  Blue  Test  replaces  the  Clot  on  Boiling  Test 
as  the  test  for  milk  to  which  a producer’s  licence  relates.  A producer’s  licence,  granted  for  a temporary  purpose 
and  valid  for  one  month  is  introduced. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963. 

These  regulations  replace,  with  amendments,  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924  to  1952. 
The  main  provisions  are  that  except  where  the  regulations  permit,  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for 
human  consumption  must  not  be  removed  from  the  place  of  slaughter  until  they  have  been  inspected  and  if 
passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption,  until  they  have  been  marked  in  the  maimer  prescribed.  With  certain 
exceptions,  prior  notice  of  intention  to  slaughter  must  be  given: — the  minimum  period  of  this  notice  has  been 
extended  from  three  hours  to  twenty-four  hours. 

Local  Authorities  are  empowered  to  make  a charge  for  inspection,  and  maximum  charges  are  laid 

down. 

These  regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  Octo^ber,  1963. 


The  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1963. 

These  'egulations  amend  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1959,  to  allow  the  addition 
of  sugar  to  sterilized  or  pasteurised  mixtures  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream. 

The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations.  1963. 

These  regulations  require  the  pasteurisation  of  liquid  egg  to  be  used  in  food  intended  for  sale  for 
human  consumption,  other  than  egg  broken  out  on  the  food  manufacturer’s  premises  and  used  with  24  hours. 
The  regulations  prescribe  the  method  of  pasteurisation  and  the  test  to  be  satisfied. 

The  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963. 

This  Act  provides  for  a system  of  licensing  and  inspection  by  local  authorities  of  any  establishment 
at  which  a business  of  providing  accommodation  for  cats  or  dogs  is  carried  on.  The  Act  came  into  operation 
on  1st  January,  1964. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

The  following  is  my  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department  in  1963  ; — 
Private  Street  Works  : 

Work  was  completed  on  the  following  streets:  — 

Chapman  Road  (part)  Ashwood  Road 

Garrison  Road  (part) 

Highways  : 

The  usual  maintenance  programme  was  carried  out  on  both  District  and  Classified  Roads,  surface 
dressing  was  completed  on  some  rural  roads  and  on  a number  of  urban  streets. 

Carriageway  Resurfacing  was  carried  out  in  : — 

Queens  Road  Queens  Drive 

Beech  Drive  Brook  Street 

Some  footway  resurfacing  was  commenced  in  Victoria  Road,  East  Road,  West  Road,  Albert  Road, 
Lytham  Road  aind  Boys  Lane. 

With  regard  to  classified  roads,  rekerbing  and  resurfacing  works  in  Black  Bull  Lane  from  Kings 
Drive  to  Queen’s  Drive  were  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sewerage  : 

The  average  daily  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  Joint  Main  Sewer  was  in  the  region  of  1.2  million 
gallons  per  day. 

In  October  a report  was  presented  to  the  Sewerage  Committee  which  proposed  a scheme  for  the  relief 
of  the  existing  overloaded  main  sewers  in  the  southern  area  ot  the  Urban  District  to  be  known  as  the  Southern 
Area  Sewerage  Scheme.  It  is  intended  to  submit  the  estimate  of  cost  of  the  scheme  to  the  Committee  at  its 
January,  1964  meeting. 

In  January  the  Lancashire  River  Board  produced  its  report  on  the  investigations  into  the  flooding  of 
Savick  Brook  near  Black  Bull  Lane  and  suggested  remedial  work  to  the  brook  course.  The  County  Council 
agreed  tg  contribute  25%  of  the  cost  of  the  remedial  work  and  authority  was  given  to  apply  for  loan  sanction 
for  the  work  in  question. 

Flooding  of  a property  in  Black  Bull  Lane  .n  times  of  heavy  rainfall  was  investigated  during  the 
year  and  remedial  work's  were  suggested  in  the  form  of  the  extension  of  a storm  sewage  outfall  for  the  Harris 
Orphanage.  The  scheme  was  commenced  in  November  and  virtually  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  : 

The  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year,  three  collector  vehicles 
being  in  operation,  augmented  by  Highways  Department  vehicles  when  required. 
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By  September  it  was  evident  that  the  collecting  capacity  would  be  increased  in  the  near  future  to 
deal  with  new  properties  built  and  to  be  completed,  and  in  consequence  the  Committee  recommended  the 
purchase  of  another  compression  refuse  vehicle.  The  vehicle  will  be  delivered  early  in  1964. 

Refuse  disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping  at  Longridge. 

82  tons  12  cwts.  of  salvaged  materials  were  sold  during  the  year. 

Street  Lighting  ; 

The  district  is  lit  entirely  by  electricity.  By  agreement  with  the  developer  street  lighting  was  installed 
in  part  of  Janice  Drive. 

The  Council  erected  street  lights  during  private  street  works  m Garrison  Road  and  Ashwood  Road. 

In  Woodplumpton  Road  the  existing  street  lighting  was  improved  by  the  substitution  of  sodium 
discharge  lamps  for  tungsten  filament  lamps. 


Private  Enterprise  Housing  : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  125  houses  were  under  construction.  126  houses  were  completed  during 
the  year,  making  a total  of  2,031  built  since  the  war.  132  houses  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Council  Houses  : 

16  one-bedroomed  flats  for  aged  persons  were  completed  at  Poole  Road.  During  the  year  the 
Housing  Committee  authorised  the  aerial  survey  of  council  land  at  ^Mill  Lane  with  a view  to  its  future 
development  for  aged  persons  dwellings.
